It is a mountain country... 
home of the men who pushed in 
through the passes in the Ap- 
palachian gaps and began to 
build cabins and fight the Cher- 
okees. 

They fought the British, too. 
Crockett’s daddy was one of the 
men with the buckskin shirts 
and the long rifles who fought 
the British at King’s Mountain. 
He heard Sam Doak, the fron- 
tier preacher, who was one of 
them, solemnly pray his prayer 
before battle: 

“Oh, God, have regard for the 
souls of the English for they will 
be with Thee tonight.”’ 

One of the more fascinating 
aspects of American life is our 
intense preoccupation with our 
past. The current rage of David 
Crockett is a perfect example. 
The psychologists puzzle over it. 
They see in it some attempt to 
retreat into the past when men 
were mighty and the frontier 
rifle or the cowboy’s Colt re- 
volver settled the issue. They 
were simple weapons compared 
with today’s mysterious and aw- 
ful bombs which come from the 
unknown skies. 

And the Russians are much 
more worrisome than were the 
Seminole Indians or the Chero- 
kees. Or the British, for that 
matter — and they in _ their 
massed formations and red coats 
which made them such excel- 
lent targets for the long rifles. 


Learning 


It is just as well, for the small 
fry, that the songs don’t portray 
our new folk hero in full pro- 
file. He was an enemy of learn- 
ing, swas Davy Crockett. And 
of grammar, too. He made 
many a speech saying that spell- 
ing and grammar were of no 
account to a man. (Crockett de- 
liberately exaggerated his illiter- 
ate speech, especially in Congress 
and his “‘lectures.’’) 

So, it is just as well the songs 
don't go into all of Davy’s life. 
He was a jovial fellow, and a 


great storyteller all right. And 


he was a product of the frontier 
—and a type which remains with 
us yet. 

Within our own time we all 
have been familiar with the can- 
didate for office who thought he 
should speak with faulty gram- 
mar and dress in some odd and 
eccentric manner. They are di- 
rect descendants of the candi- 
dates of Davy Crockett’s time— 
and he was one of the more pic- 
turesque—mAking fun of men 
who did speak properly and who 
wore cloth instead of buckskin. 

We are a young country—and 
things like the Davy Crockett 
cult make us realize it the more.

Davy was not a very solid 
citizen. He couldn’t, or wouldn't, 


farm. He was a mighty hunter | 
and there was always bear meat |

family were light upon him. 

He was a great man for river- 
town parties. I remember as a 
boy 
old men talk who claimed to 
have talked to other old men 
who knew Davy Crockett. 

‘“‘He was a wild one’. . . those 
were the words for him. 

When the Texas war for inde- 
pendence came along Davy was 
ready for it. Congress had been 
a bore. He had risen to great 
popular heights as a storyteller. 
Already the settled cities of the 
East were beginning to regard 
the buckskin shirt and the long 
rifle with interest. 

So, when they beat him for 
Congress he ¥o to his oppo 
nents : 

“You can go to hell. I am go- 
ing to Texas.’’ 

And he did. He died a great 
and good death, being a brave 
and fearless man. And in a 
sense he died for us all. We 
could do worse than remember 
Davy. But it is just as well, 
all things considered, they didn’t 
bring out his dislike for spell- 
ing and grammar.

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F alse Economy Is 
The Easiest Way 


- Unless the GEA, the State Board of 
Education, local communities and others 
concerned with the problem of education 
seriously consider real economies in 
school operations, they are likely to lose 
some of the really worthwhile gains made 
over the past few years. 

- A hint of what could happen came the 
other day when the State Senate adopted 
unanimously a resolution asking the State 
Board of Education to eliminate the 12th 
grade and cut out other “frills’ as an 
dconomy move. | : 

The resolution urged eliminating vis- 
iting teachers, supervisors, library serv- 
ices, cultural education, art and music, 
counseling and guidance, adult rehabili- 
tation, health and physical education and 
driver education. | 

All of these things, with certain res- 
ervations perhaps, have a place in an 
effective school program. To cut them out 
would be false economy. It would amount 
to returning the schools to the days when 
reading, writing and arithmetic was the 
extent of the school curriculum. 

It’s astonishing to believe that the 
State Senate would seriously recommend 
cutting out library services, health and 
physical education and driver education, 
thuch less eliminating the 12th grade. 
* But unless the school people find ways 
tp effect the real economies, they are 
likely to have the obvious, if false, econo- 
mies thrust upon them. One result of the 
defeat of the “Thrasher Plan” was to 
eliminate the obligation of ending the ter- 
rific waste in school transportation and 
the promotion of school consolidation. In 
effect, the school people have asked for a 
blank check to continue all the bad—as 
well as the good—features of the present 
program. 

The GEA and other groups concerned 
with education are likely to find increas- 
ing resistance—even rebellion—to their 
high-pressure tactics. They are likely to 
find, too, that killing the Thrasher 
Plan without adopting its economy rec- 
ommendations was a mistake. 

The Legislature should examine every 
possibility for effecting real economies in 
school operations. The school leaders 
themselves should lead the way or else the 
lawmakers and the taxpayers may strike 
serious blows at the fundamentals of bet- 
ter schools.

South Georgia Summer 
Brings Golden Leaves 


Tobacco harvesting has started in 
south Georgia.tt won’t be long before the 
warehouses are open and the sing-song 
of the auctioneer informs everyone that 
money-in-the-bank time is here again. 

Reports are that prospects are excellent 
for a good crop, with the right amount 
of rainfall over the next few weeks. Re- 
cent rains did wonders for Georgia tobac- 
co, as well as other crops. But after last 
summer’s drought, who can feel confident 
about rain on schedule again? 

Tobacco is one of Georgia’s golden 
crops, one of the first successful attempts 
to diversify a purely cotton economy. It 
brings in millions each year at the cost of 
much sweat and toil. Tobacco sales mean 
carnival in much of south Georgia if the 
price is right. And so far, this year, every- 
thing looks good.

A feed association meeting held the 
other day in Wisconsin developed facts to 
indicate that farm animals are better fed 
than most humans.

House Should Sustain 


Dixon-Y ates Decision 


The U.S. House of Representatives 
should uphold convincingly the action of 
its appropriations committee in with- 
holding a $6,500,000 grant to the Dixon- 
Yates combine for building transmission 


lines for power into areas served by 
TVA. 
Perhaps the net result will be the 


eventual voiding of the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract, one of the most questionable and 
controversial matters in the long history 
of public vs. private power development. 

It is an accepted fact that this gov- 
ernment-subsidized private development 
would cost the taxpayers millions of dol- 
lars more than would be the case if TVA 
were permitted its normal expansions to 
meet the power needs of the area it serves. 

The proposed appropriation recom- 
mended by the administration would 
have amounted to the taxpayers building 
electric transmission lines for a private 
concern into areas now served by TVA. 
It would have become the opening wedge 
for eventual TVA liquidation, the appar- 
ent ultimate aim of the administration. 

In view of the expected Hoover Com- 
mission report recommending the eventual 
abandonment of TVA and similar proj- 
ects by the government, the House action 
may be interpreted as the opening bout 
for a showdown onthe issue. 

The issue of public vs. private power 
becomes a little clouded in considering 
the Dixon-Yates contract. Actually, the 
government indirectly would foot most of 
the bill for the development, including 
the transmission lines. The argument 
about free enterprise doesn’t hold water 
when the government is asked to finance 
this private development, buy its prod- 
uct and hold back the normal development 
of TVA in ‘meeting the power needs of 
the area. 

Let us hope that the House Appropri- 
ations committee action marks the begin- 
ning of the end of efforts to destroy TVA 
through such hypocritical. measures as 
this Dixon-Yates contract.

New Ford Contract 


Benefits Both 


WASHINGTON—From the standpoint of the 
public interest, the significant aspects of the new 
Ford-United Automobile Workers contract seem 


to me to be these: 


Sides 


It demonstrates the long and good road we have traveled away 
from government interference at the collective bargaining table. 
Here the government took no sides; there was no strike; a contract 
eminently satisfactory to both sides was negotiated. This is a far 
cry from the policies of 1946 to 1949—with better results. 


The new Ford contract illus- 


trates how effective and adequate 
collective bargaining can be when 
each side is exercising its own 
weight and when the foot of gov- 
ernment is not trying to tilt the 
scales. John Bugas, Ford vice 
president, and Walter Reuther 
have exhibited collective bargain- 
ing at its best. 


The spirit and substance of the 
Ford-U.A.W. negotiations show the 
maturity of both labor and man- 
agement in the art of collective 
bargaining. Each side knew the 
other’s strength—and weakness. 
Each sidé knew there was a point 
beyond which the other could not 
be pressed. Both knew that con- 
ciliation was better for every- 
body — management, labor, the 
public — than trial by strike. 

The Ford workers have won an 
important and valuablé new fringe 
benefit comparable to company- 
paid pensions and company-paid 
health insurance. The new benefit 
is ‘“‘supplemental unemployment 
compensation’’ and the best evi- 
dence is that it will cost the com- 
pany less than its own alternative 
offer to help Ford employes buy 
Ford stock at reduced rates.

State Houses Raise 
Unemployment Aid 


WASHINGTON—When new Security devices are 
introduced into our complex industrial machine, 
the guaranteed annual 
principle to the giant automobile industry, 


such as applying

However, a question that popped 
up immediately concerned the ef- 
fect on smaller and less profitable 
industries, which are financially 
less potent, should the guaranteed 
annual wage idea begin to spread. 

Though no quick answer is pos- 
sible, it was suggested here that 
one result of the automobile in- 
dustry formula probably would be 
a movement to get states to in- 
crease still further the benefits 
they pay in. unemployment com- 
pensation which is included in the 
automobile industry scheme. 


Thus we may see state legisla- 
tures under pressure from busi- 
ness and industry to raise unem- 
ployment benefits. 

They would implement two other 
lobbies already operating in this 
field. One, organized labor. has 
been at it a long time and has 
not always been too successful. 
Another has entered the field in 
the past two years in the august 
person of the Federal Government 
represented by President Eisen- 
hower and Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell. 

In his economic messages to 
Congress, both this year and last, 
the President took occasion to 
urge states to increase the amount 
of ae enero benefits, 
sa in message, ‘‘It is 
highly desirable that the states 
change their laws so that the 
great majority of covered workers 
will be eligible for payments that

What has been accepted is a 
plan to work toward a fund which 
would supplement unemployment 
benefits ultimately up to 26 weeks 
so that a laid-off worker would 
get 65 per cent of regular wage. 
The cost to Ford will be the equiv- 
alent of five cents an hour for 
hourly workers until the supple- 
mentary unemployment benefit 
reaches $55,000,000. It can't go be- 
yond that. 


The economic perils of the so 
called guaranteed annual wage 
are that they would impose an un- 
fixed and unforeseeable liability 
on the company, make advance 
planning almost impossible and 
accumulate an obligation which 
couldn’t be discharged. The new 
Ford contract escapes all these 
economic evils. The Supplemen- 
tary Unemployment Benefit fund 
is foreseeable and is fixed. 


The three-year Ford contract 
rests upon two economic principles 
which have been carried to a high 
degree of utility in the United 
States: the principle of competi- 
tive enterprise and the principle 
of high wages to sustain purchas- 
ing power. These -principlés serve 
labor and ownership alike.

In each one bills were introduced 
to boost unemployment benefits. 


The tally of the Department of 
Labor here discloses that in 17 
States benefits -were increased, aS 
well as in Hawaii and Alaska. 
Eight of the states, including Ha- 
waii and Alaska, raised the weekly 
rate above $30; six increased ex- 
isting rates to $30. Now, of all 
48 states, 10 provide benefits over 
$30 a weék, while 19 have a maxie 
munr of $30. 


So the movement for an increase 
of unemployment benefits has gen- 
erated steam of its own already 
as a@ matter of simple social jus- 
tice and sound economics, beyond 
what additional impetus it may 
now get from business and indus 
try if the movement for a guar 
anteed annual wage should spread.

CHICAGO, June 12 (?i—An atomic scientist said today 
that radio-active fall-out from an H-bomb could force 
residents of some contaminated areas to remain in under- 
' ground shelters for at least a week to survive. 


Dr. Ralph Lapp added it could 
he unsafe to remain exposed in 
some “hot’’ areas for as long as 
six to nine months after the ex- 
plosion. 

“Persistence of fall-out for weeks 
and months is as radical a depar- 
ture in weapons effects as is the 
vast area of the fall-out itself,’’ he 
said. 

Lapp, a physicist who worked on 
the Manhattan Project which de- 
veloped the first atomic bomb, said 
persons in isolated cities who could 
escape to “‘cool’’ uncontaminated 
areas probably could leave their 
shelters in several days. 

But he added that pattern bomb- 
ing, especially in the heavily popu- 
lated East, could bottle up persons 
in unbombed cities. With ‘‘hot”’ 
areas all around them, they would 
be barred fro mfleeing to ‘‘cool”’ 
areas, free of fall-out contamina- 
tion.

Each lap was eight miles, 675 
yards long. 

America’s main challenge was 
offered by Briggs Cunningham of 
Green Farms, Conn., who wit th- 
drew _his Cunningham car and | 
Jaguar because of mechanical 
troubles. 

Ae flaming, plunging Mercedes 
smashed into the rear of an Austin 
Healey Saturday afternoon in front 
of the main grandstand. The crash 
sent the silver German racer 
hurtling over a dirt retaining wall 
into a tightly packed crowd. The 
front part of the car exploded in 
flames amid the screaming spec- 
tators. 

Pierre Levegh of France, driver 
of the Mercedes, was killed in- 
stantly. 

It was the greatest tragedy in 
the history of the rugged, dare- 
devil racing, but it did not slow 
down Hawthorne in his sleek three- 
liter Jaguar sports car as he drove 
on through a rainfall at the finish.

Significantly, it came as school 
leaders over Georgia plunged into 
the right to help Governor Griffin 
raise $65,000,000 in new revenue 
at the special session of the 
Legislature now in progress. 

The Minimum Foundation Pro-' 
gram has never been fully fi- 
nanced on a current basis since 
the first year it was put into 
operation in 1951-52, Cherry said. 

The MFP formula for distribut- 
ing state school funds is geared 
to pupil enrollment on a basis 


_ of one teacher for every 25 to 30 


students. Thus, it calls for con- 
stantly increasing state spending 
as the school population raises. 
FULL YEAR BEHIND 


However, as now administered, 
it is running a full year behind 


' increased enrollment because the 


funds for a current year are 
allocated on a basis of the pre- 
ceding year's enrollment. 

Thus, no provision was made 
this year, the local superinten- 
dents said, for the 10,000 ad- 
ditional children enrolled in the 
Atlanta area schools. Statewide,

SHORT 800 TEACHERS 

Failure to finance the MFP in 
full on a current basis, the edu-' 
cators said, means that state- 
wide this year 800 teachers 
earned on the basis of average 
daily attendance were not allo 
cated by the state.

cent of the state school trans- 
portation formula was financed, 
they added, and capital outlay 


funds were pegged at 1951-52 at- 
tendance figures. 

Whereas state aid to local 
school systems averages about 72 


per cent state wide, the state 
contributions to Atlanta’s city 
system are only about 30 per 


cent, Cherry said. Marietta and 
Decatur get about 45 per cent of 
their money from the state, he 
added, while Fulton gets 50 per 
cent, DeKalb 60 per cent and 
Cobb County 65 per cent from the 
state. | 
The local superintendents said 
that if the MFP is financed in 
full, Cobb County will get $543,200 
more from the state next year 
and Marietta will get $138,600. 
Fulton County would get $338,750 
more, Atlanta $925,000 more De- 
catur an additional $38,400 and 
DeKalb County $795,000 more.

But if the debt 
tended over a lengthy period of 
time and if it involves a fairly 
large sum, it is difficult to 
square accoums. 

So the second way to free 
one’s self from this humiliating 
sense of obligation to a friend, 
is to change your former bene- 
factor ffifo an enemy. 

For we never feel ‘‘cheap”’ or 
embarrassed at taking ad- 
vantage of a foe. On the con- 
trary, we may actually think 
that it is a smart accomplish- 
ment to get the better of an 
enemy. y 
ENEMY-MAKERS 

So the debtor subconsciously 
begins to develop reasons why 
his former benefactor is not a 
true friend after all. 


“Dr. Nathaniel is no friend 
of mine.” his patient may 
argue. “I called him at mid- 


night when my baby daughter 
had pneumonia and he never 
showed up till 4 a.m. 

“My baby could have died 
for all Dr. Nathaniel cared. 
He didn’t give us service, etc.” 

By such methods, the debtor 
soon will work up an apparent- 
ly plausible ‘‘case’”’ against his 
benefactor. This makes Dr. 
Nathaniel an enemy, so the 
sense of obligation is immedi- 
ately eliminated. 

The patient’s conscience no 
longer twinges, and his pride 
is restored. Then he shuns that 
“enemy” when he gets a good 
job and pays cash to another 
doctor. 

He doesn’t even thank his 
former benefactor for: canceling 
a $500 medical bill as a Christ- 
mas gift. 

So don’t place anybody under 
too prolonged obligation to you, 
unless you want to have him 
turn against you and paint 
you as a foe.

This material has a tendency 
to disintigrate as we grow 
older, so that even a slight in- 
jury may cause protrusion of 
a small portion from its normal 
position.

The minister comes to see you and doctors come in and 
speak to you cheerfully with a nice shade of solicitude in their 
manner. It’s all as if by being in pain you've pulled some kind 
of clever coup. 

Only don’t be fooled. They're not really impressed. They've 
got your measure. Your misery is not the worst thing they ever 
saw and in any case they know all the instruments of war 
against pain are aligned on your side. 

The pills and capsules and a strange and malevolent looking 
contraption which hangs over your bed looking like a bird of 
prey but turns out to be the instrument of your salvation—a 
thing called Traction. (Only I believe traction is what it estab- 
lishes instead of what it is. Anyhow, I love it.) 


Savouring every moment of my sojourn in the hospital as I 
did, it came as a rude shock to me to discover that the hospital 
wasn’t particularly carried away with my monumental struggle. 
All the time I was up there feeling like the star performer in a 
life-and-death dram a cheery voice on the telephone was advis- 
ing all inquirers that I had had ‘‘a good night and is resting 
nicely.’”’ 


I was outraged at this perfidy. Imagine that lovely hospital 
belittling my illness so! It does seem the least she could have 
said was that I was in a critical condition. Or, if not that, she 
could have sighed darkly, parried all questions by acting myste- 
rious and summed up by saying, “‘But what a glorious fighter 
she is! How nobly she suffers!’’ 

The truth of the matter is that compared to my neighbors 
my set-to with pain was far from the epic struggle I fancied. 
I saw them pass, propelled swiftly through the halls on those 
little carts, their heads swathed, their arms still beside them— 
the sharp smell of ether following them. 


I heard the hoarse whispered cry wrung from the lips of the 
real sufferers early in the morning. And I saw the relatives, 
white-faced and tense, standing in the halls, waiting helplessly in 
the reception room. 


But over and above the real battle which engages them, the 
people in a hospital preserve a pleasant kind of order and atmos- 
phere. The nurses are phenomenal. Beautiful and young and 
graceful and kind. (I don’t think I ever saw an ugly one—not 
in uniform, anyhow.) The armaments of medicine are impres- 
sive but the little things—the plumped-up pillow in a clean case, 
the removal of dead flowers, the pitcher of ice water, the aide 
who shares your love of coffee and sees that you get a fresh pot 
when you reach that low midafternoon slump—these are the 
things that make the life of the shut-in bearable. 

Personally, I like it fine but I hope I only have to devote one 
week out of the year-_to being a shut-in.

New stoves will boil water in 
214 minutes. Surface units and 
deep well cookers are red hot 
in a matter of seconds, and some 
have an automatic control that 
turns itself off before your food 
burns. 

What's new in foods! The prog- 
ress in this field was surveyed 
by Miss Grace Hartley, food ed- 
itor of The Atlanta Journal, She 
brought out that 4,000 to 5,000 
types of food are available in 
the stores today, against 400 in 
1900. 

Frozen foods have helped in 
many ways. It makes most foods 
available year ’round, it relieves 
the lack of servant problem, and 
it has simplified cooking to the 
point that about all you need in 
the kitchen is a freezer compart- 
ment, a boiler and a can opener. 


CHILD DEVELOPMENT 

New techniques in child devel- 
opment were discussed by Dr. 
Irwin Sperry, professor of fam- 
ily development at the Univer- 
sity of Georgia. Selective TV, on | 
closed circuit and beamed di- 
rectly to the classroom, will be 
a great help in illustrating lec- 
tures to the children.
